e Revenue is determined after harvest at the point
of first delivery.

e Utilization determined by predominant end use.

e Incidental income from sales of other uses
included in revenue.

Crop Insured

e All varieties of sweet cherries that are adapted to
the area;

e Fresh use only;

e lrrigated,;

e Produced at least 2,300 pounds of cherries per
acre in one of the three previous crop years; and

o Growers must insure all of their cherry acreage in
the county at the same coverage level.

Cost of Crop Insurance

e Agricultural Risk Protection Act of 2000 raised
the subsidies for federal crop insurance premiums
substantially.

o Higher coverage levels are subsidized at lower
rates;

e USDA pays at least 50 percent of the premium.
